Affairs, could reward the Good, puniſh the Bad, 
and therefore for that Excellency, was worthy of 
all the Honour and Adoration they could pay it.

HOow EVER, the Printiple which led them e- 
ven in this miſtaken Worſhip, to all the Grandeur 
and Solemnity they thought fit to accompany it 
with, was a true Principle of uncorrapt Nature; 
and tho' they miſtook in the Practice of it, yet the 
Truth and Soundneſs of the Principle, may ſuffi- 
c:ently appear, by the Directions given by the Li- 
ving God himſelß for the Practice of his own 
Wong. 


Pos when in the Mount He had given Moſes 

all his Laws and Commands, for the Government of 
that People He had (parted to himſelf from all 
the reſt of Mankind, and had by an high Hand de- 
livered from the Bondage of AMgypt ; He ſhewed 
him withal a Model or Pattern of a Tabernacle, 
with all its Furniture, which ſhould be built and 
appropriated to his own Service : 'This we find de- 
ſcribed after the Deſcent of Moſes from the Mount, 
in the 25, 26, 27 and 28th Chapters of Exodus. 
The 25th begins with the Command of God to the 
People of 1/rael, to make an Offering to Him of the 
richeſt of their Subſtance, for the building the Ta-

Moſes was forced to check the Liberality of the 
People. So the People were reſtrained from bring- 


ing, for the Stuff they had, was ſufficient To all 
the Work 10 ſe it, and too much. 


Bor we have 3 a further Argument from this 


very Hiſtory of Moſes, that a ſumptuous Magnifi- 


cence in the ſacred Buildings relating to, and Ce- 


remonies for the Performance of divine Service and 


Worſhip, are not only founded upon a Principle 
of Nature; but are alſo agrecable to the revealed 


Will and Mind of God. For when they had 


amaſs d as we find, a Quantity of rich Materials, 


more than 1 for the ſacred Work, yet how 
could we expect to find Artificers, anſwerable to

the Curioſity of the Work: So Verfe zd of that

only, but in Gold, in Silver, in Braſs, in cutting

'Trvs far we ſee in the Building, even a move- 
able Tabernacle, which was not to be a ſettled Ha- 
bitation for Divine Worſhip. It pleagd God Al- 
mighty, not only to approve the Principle of Nature 
for a ſumptuous Magnificence, but to improve it too; 
for, indeed, the Laws of Revelation are generally 
no more but the Improvement of the Law of Nature, 
as it was at firſt intended by God Almighty; and 
that not only by his Directions how, but by his 
Commands too, for doing of the Work: And over 
and above, where there was a want of Skill in the 
Artificers for doing of the Work, enabling them, 
by his Divine Inſpiration, to perform what they had 
never been taught or accuſtom'd to before : Which 
altogether, I hope, may amount to a full and ſuffi⸗ 
cient Evidence, that a ſumptuous Magnificence in the 
Divine Worſhip, is not only a ſound Principle of 
Nature, but alſ agrecable to the reveal'd Will and 
Pleafure of God Almighty.

pay to him. Your Oblatious are vain; Incenſe is 
an Abomination to me; my Soul bateth your New 
Moons, and Jour appointed Feaſts ; they are a 
Burthen to me; I am weary to bear them: And 
why all this? Becauſe they did not anſwer the Pur- 


poſe, the End, and Deſign, for which they were

cluſive to the Purpoſe, I need not trouble you with 
more of them. This Carnality of the eres is 
often remark'd both in the Old and New Teſtament. 
The Pleaſures of an Earthly Canaan, flowing with 


Milk and Honey, had ſo chaind down their 
Thoughts to earthly Affections only, that they 


could not, or were not willing to remember what 
the Royal Pfalmiſt, their King and Prophet, had 
told them, that art God's ns Lara there are 
TH ures for evermore. 


"A D ds. when our Saviour came to per- 
fect what the Prophets had begun before him, he 


tells them, that God is a Spirit, and that he muſt be 
worſhip'd in Spirit and in Truth, not by an external 


Holineſs alone, (tho even that is required from 


them) but by an inward and inherent Holineſs of 
the Worſhippers themſelves, to which they were to 
be led by thoſe external, appointed, inſtituted Cere- 


monies. And again he tells them, That except their 


Riehteonſnefs ee the Righteouſ zeſs of the Scribes 
and Phariſees, they can in no wiſe enter into the 


Kinedom of Heaven, And St. Paul tells us, He is 


not the true Few who is fo outwardly, but he is. 
the rue n ww is fo . 


Bok from theſe Reproofs of the Prophets. and 
this Doctrine of our Saviour and his. Apaſtles, who 


came 
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came to "give us the laſt Reformation of Religion, 
which God Almighty- intended for Mankind, (for 
laſt of all he ſent his Son unto his wicked Labourers) 
there have been ſome perverſe Minds, even under 
the Diſpenſation of Chriſtianity, who have drawn 
a forced unnatural Concluſion from theſe Premiſes, 
as if we were thereby excuſed from the external 
Solemnities of Religion. 


Bur theſe Men are bit balf-Thiakers. 55 will 
not give themſelves the Liberty here, which they 
35 do in ſome other Caſes of being Free-Think- 

They do not rightly diſtinguiſh between the 
2 Uſe and Abuſe of a Thing. They do not con- 
ſider that even in the great Tranſactions amongſt 
our ſelves in this World, the Parade of Cere- 
mony 1s generally looked upon to be very requiſite ; 
and yet if it goes no farther than Ceremony, the 
great Tranſaction does not riſe up to that Beauty | 
and Perfection it was aimed at. | 


Ir was with a View to this Objection, we have 
been ſo Minute and particular in deſcribing, the 
Obligation to the external and relative Holineſs: 

We ſee the Force of the Law of Nature led even 
the Heathens to it; we ſee it had the Allowance 
arid Approbation, nay even the Commands of God 

ane in the Directions for his own Worſhip ; and 
therefore

therefore what was once, by the Law of Nature, 
confirmed to us by the revealed Will and Mind of 


God Almighty, in general aa to us, muſt be 
unn ſo. 


Fox God Almighty the Author of Nature, is 
a Being of that Kind that muſt have a Subſiſtence 


from all Eternity to all Eternity. In Him there 


can be no Variableneſs, or Shadow of turning; and 
therefore the Super- eminent Excellency of his Nature, 
(upon which all the external relative Holineſs of his 
Worſhip is built) remaining ſtil the ſame, the 


Obligation to that, muſt ſtill have its Subſiſtence 
upon the ſame Foot, from whence it at firſt began. 


THERE may indeed, be Changes and Altera- 
tions in the poſitive Institutions of God Almighty; 


but that ſtill does not argue any Mutability in 


the divine Will or Nature, but depends upon that 


Imperfection, Inconſtancy and Mutability, which 


does naturally and neeeſſarily attend all human Af- 
fairs, and is uſually a good Evidence to us of the 


Wiſdom of God's Providence, who can order all 
Things, both in Heaven and on Earth, to the beſt.

Tus fer Inſtance, in the Caſe now before us, 
The Jews werd under Obligation to perform the 
| Duty

Duty of a Multitude of various and multiform Sa- 
crifices, which *tis plain were of God's Inſtitution 
and Appointment for them; but they being deſigned 
as St. Paul calls them, as Elementary Inſtitutions 
only, to lead them into higher Myſteries, to ſhew 
them that God was a placable Being, and that He 
muſt be propitiated by ſomething that could be an- 
 ſwerable for an univerſal Satisfaction, to an infinite 
offended Juſtice, which was the Notion even the 
Heathens themſelves had of Sacriſice; but to them 
were deſigned further, as ſo many Types or Pre- 
figurations of the great Sacrifice which was once 
in the fullneſs of Time to be offered for the Sins 
of all the World, and therefore ought to have 
ſhewed them, that when the great and wiſe Diſpo- 
ſitions of Providence: had b this wonderful 
Effect to paſs, theſe "topical Prefigurative Sacritices 
muſt have an End. For as the Apoſtle tells us, 
ohen the Subſtance is come the Shadows muſt be done 
away. Yet ſtill they contented with the bare 
opus Operatum, would not be perſwaded to make 
the firſt and common Improvement, intended by 
thoſe Elementary Inſtitutions, which was to ac- 
knowledge their Offences, and offer ſuch a Satis- 
faction for them, and by ſuch a Self-Conyi&ion to 
come to a Deteſtation and Abhorrence of them at 
the preſent, and reſolve to avoid them for the fu- 
ture; which is the natural Conſequent of every

Penitent who acknowledges his Guilt, and would be 


reconciled for it. Vet, they, notwithſtanding this, 
would ſtill ſacrifice, and ſtill fin on. | 


Taz was it the Prophets were ſent to give 
them theſe Reproofs. And when this Carnality had 
led them ſo far, that they ſeem'd to have loſt all 


Spiritual Improvement, intended by theſe external 


Ceremonies and Circumſtances of them, inſomuch 


as they thought it ſufficient to ſerve the Lord even 


with the very worſt of their Subſtance, the Maim'd, 


the Lame and the Blind: We find the Lord thus 


expoſtulating with them, by his Prophet Malachz, 


The Son homvureth the Father and the Ser vant 


His Maſter ; if then I am a Father where is 
my Honour? If I am a Maſter where is my Fear? 


Go now and offer theſe Things to your Prince, and 


ſee if he will accept them: So again by his Prophet 
Micah, ch. vi. b. 6, 7. Wherewith ſhall I come 
before the Lord, and bow my ſelf before the high 


God ? Shall I come before Him with Burit-gfer- 


ings, and with Caltoes of a Mar old? Mill the 


Lord be pleaſed with Thouſands of Rams, or 
with ten T houſand Rivers of Oy! ? Shall I give 
my Firſt Born for my Taos even the 
Fruit of my Body for the Sin of my Soul? He 
hath ſhewed thee, O Man! what is Good, and what 
the Lord requireth of thee, ſurely to do juſtly, to 
love Mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God: * 


No * in-all ; this we do not find the Re roof 


aimed at the Worſhip it ſelf, that during the Time 
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(48) 
of its Appointment, always was, 2d always ought 
to be obſerved ; but it Was the Worſhippers them- 
ſelves, to whom the Prophets were ſent by God 
Almighty, to reprove them, for their Imperfection in 
the Per! mance of it. They did not offer them 
with that inherent Holineſs; that Sineerity and Up- 
rightneſs of Mind, which alone was able to make 
them acceptable 60 Ged Almighty. 


FRO N hence therefore, appears the Weskneß 
of that Objestion, that becauſe That poſitive Inſti- 
tution of Bloody Sacrifices appointed to cms Fews, 
as Types and Figures, was to ecaſe, when the 
great Redeemer had once in the End of the Werld,
